Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

L Claim 10 is drawn to the diffraction element. 

II. Claims 12 are drawn to location of a lens. 

III. Claims 13 and 22 are drawn to the coohng unit. 

IV. Claims 14-17 and 23-26 are drawn to the beam shape. 

V. Claims 18-21 are drawn to spUtting the input signal.
